Midwest Group Says Gold Content of Dollar 
Is Relatively Unimportant in General . 
Price Restoration. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 2.—Twelve Mid- 
West university professors interest- 
ed in economics, money and bank- 
ing today called for a “swift and 
public dissent” to what they termed 


currency” by the national adminis- 
tration. 

_They declared in a statement pub- 
lished in the Daily News that the 
administration’s monetary policy 
was at érror because “the gold con- 
tent of the dollar is relatively un- 
important in general price restora- 


tion when compared with bank 
credit actively at work,” 

It is now assumed in Washing- 
ton that the price of gold and the 
price of other commodities move 
automaticaliy in the same _ direc- 
tion,” the statement said, “and ap- 
parently that theré is too much 
gold in the dollar to get the bene- 
fits of a higher price level. 

“The relationship of gold to prices 
is complicated and indirect. It is 
la sobering thought that the 1926 
price level was based on a gold 
dollar of the old ‘weight. The high 
prices of 1926 were not due to ma- 
nipulation of the gold weight of 
the dollar, but were dependent upon 
a broad use of bank credit. 
“Tinkering with the monetary 
unit will not remedy deep-seated 
economic maladjustment.” 

The professors said recovery 
could be achieved only through in- 
creased business and - production, 
which would increase national in- 
come. They said individual enter- 
prise could be relied on to readjust 


“radical experimentation with our | 


particular costs and prices, and 


money. 

“Individual enterprise can not 
be encouraged by erratic changes 
if fundamental costs or by unpre- 
dictable fluctuations in the value of 
money,” the statement continued. 

“There is no point in insisting 
on a return to the old gold parity, 
but a scheme to depreciate the dol- 
lar to uncertain limits by the de- 
liberate use of Government influ- 
ence does not inspire confidegce. 

They suggested a return to a 
modernized gold standard with ex- 
plicit agreements concerning the 
rules of management. They said 
such a return to gold would provide 
“ample room for sound experimen- 
tation with our monetary institu- 
tions.” 

“The establishment of confidence 
in the monetary unit is only a first 
step toward recovery,” the state- 
ment said.

Government Plan for Reorganiza- 
tion Is Indorsed. 

TUBA CITY, Ariz., Nov. 2.—Full 
approval was voted last night by 
the Navajo Council of Indian Com- 
missioner John Collier’s reorganiza- 
tion plan, by which the tribe will 
assume an added measure of self- 
government and will receive from 
the Federal Government $6,000,000 
for school construction, road build- 
ing, irrigation and erosion control.

Contentions that no processing 
tax at all should be levied on corn 
were not allowed by the presiding 
AAA official, Prew Savoy. Pleas 
for the lowest possible tax and ob- 
jections to the proposed 28 cent 
levy were offered by representatives 
of millers, candy makers, paper 
vans ee explosives concerns

The only suggestion of an alter- 
native tax was made by Moffett, 
who said a tax of 10 cents a bushel 
might be absorbed in his industry 
without substantial loses.

5,-as now scheduled, “our plant will 
close Saturday, Nov. 4, putting 270 
people out of employment.” That, 
he explained, would be necessary 
because of large orders now wait- 
ing to be filled and which would be 
affected by the higher corn price. 
Speaking for a Baltimore syrup 
company, R. G. Vaughan said high- 
Ler corn prices would result in re- 
placement of corn in his business 
by other products. He stressed the 
détrimental effect on “poorer 
classes,” as did other witneses.

of $5,802,200 during the years 1928 
to 1932 inclusive, and his three per- 
sonal corporations, created for 
“sentimental reasons,” had a total 
net income of $2,798,786 during the 
same period, despite losses of $1,- 
191,907 in 1931 and $4,110,202 in 
1932. 

This information was furnished 
today to the Senate Wall Street 
investigators by Wiggin in compli- 
ance with a request from Ferdi- 
nand Pecora, committee counsel, to 
finish the picture of Wiggin’s boast 
yesterday that he had paid total 
personal Federal income taxes of 
$1,365,234 during the past five years 
and that the three corporations had 
paid Federal taxes amounting to 
$924,814 during the same period. 

Sinclair Oil Deal Profit. 
Pecora did not question Wiggin 
at length about his income, but was 
content to show the devious meth- 
ods by which such large sums were 
made. Pecora developed that Wig- 
gin, through his personal company, 
the Shermar Corporatiou, made a 
profit of $877,654 in a syndicate op- 
erating in Sinclair consolidated oil 
common stock in 1928 and 1929. 
The other participants in the 
syndicate were the Chase Securi- 
ties Corporation, Blair & Co., brok- 
ers; Arthur W. Cutten, prominent 
Wall street operator, and Harry F. 
Sinclair, then chairman of. the 
board of the oil company. The to- 
tal \ net profits of the syndicate 
amounted to $11,702,056, of which 
Sinclair got over $2,000,000. Three 
weeks after the syndicate was 
closed, however, Sinclair began his 
term in the District of Columbia 
jail for contempt of court arising 
out of the oi] scandal trials.

The other was the appearance be- 
fore the Senate Ways and Means 
Committee of relief administration 
representatives from St. Louis and 


‘many-.partsof-the State; who, in 


the most impressive hearing in the 
Capitol in many years, described @ 
condition of need beyond anything 
the legislators had believed existed. 

With the picture of destitution, in 
rural areas as well as in the larger 
cities, graphically before them, and 
with the pledge made in the resolu- 
tion which passed both houses, ad- 
ministration supporters are confi- 
dent that in the final meeting of 
the situation the Legislature will 
turn to the sales tax as the only 
available method of obtaining the 
$4,000,000 which State Relief Direc- 
tor Crossley has éstimated as the 
minimum relief requirement. 

Unemployment Pictures. 

The St. Louis unemployment pic- 
ture placed before the committee 
was of one-eighth of the population 
supported in whole or in part from 
relief funds, 25,000 families and 
8000 non-family persons, a total of 
more than 125,000 persons. Mayor 
Dickmann told the committee that 
an average of $681,000 a month 
had been required to meet the ce- 
mands, and that at present from 
100 to 125 new families were apply- 
ing daily for aid.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2. — Gov- 
ernors of five Mid-Western states 
conferred with President Roose 
velt and Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace: this afternoon to present 
their~ program calling for fixing 
prices of principal farm products. 

The delegation was headed by 
Gov. Herring of Iowa, and included 
Governors Berry of South Dakota, 
Olson of Minnesota, Langer of 
North Dakota' and Schemedeman 
of Wisconsin. Farm Administrator 
George N. Peek and Gov. Henry 
Morgenthau Jr., of the Farm Cred- 
it Administation joined the confer- 
ence. 

Besides price-fixing, the Gov- 
ernors’ program calls for quick in- 
flation of the currency and the 
setting of quotas of production 
for farmers to be enforced by 
licenses. 

Farming as Public Utility. 

To reporters, Olson said agricul- 
ture should be “handled as a pub- 
lic utility, as voluntary action by 
farmers to curtail production can 
not succeed as long as a substantial 
number of the farmers do not vol- 
untarily join in the program.” 

He was skeptical of the reduc- 
tion in the production of wheat 
sought by the Farm Adjustment 
Administration’s wheat program. 
Farmers who have not signed 
agreements to curtain plantings in 
return for Government price bene- 
fits, he contended, will increase 
their sowings so as to offset the re- 
ductions by those who signed, with 
the effect that the gross acreage 
and production of wheat next year 
is likely to exceed that of average 
years. 

All agreed that the present ad- 
ministration program had merit, 
but that it was working too slowly. 

“What is needed is help right 
now when the farmer has some- 
thing to sell,” they said. 

Explains Price-Fixing Plan. 

“It can be done without diffi- 
culty,” Herring said of price-fixing. 
“The price should be ‘parity’ at the 
start, or enough to give farmers 
the sum in dollars for their prod- 
ucts sufficient to provide them with 
the purchasing power they had in 
the years 1909 to 1914. But that 
should only be the goal for a tem- 
porary period—the real goal must 
be prices so fixed as to give pro- 
ducers their costs of production 
plus a reasonable profit. 

“Now that isn’t unreasonable. It 
is what industries apparently are 
getting out of the NRA codes. 
Prices are going up to farmers— 
fast—while they have less purchas- 
ing power with farm prices showing 
little or no gain. With debts to 
pay, shoes to buy and taxes to 
meet, the farmer is in no better 
shape financially than he was many 
months ago.” 

Berry said South Dakota’s crops 
were “the poorest in years, while 
prices are at a level where it 
wouldn’t be worth while for a great 
many farmers to market the stuff 
if they had it.” 

“The farm strike called by the 
Farmers’ Holiday Association 
probably hasn’t produced much ef- 
fect on the market or the flow of 
supplies,” he said. “But it is the 
germ of an idea which is develop- 
ing fast. Farmers who last year 
thought the idea absurd are for it 
now and they have the potential 
capacity to put on-a real strike, 
which they will attempt before long 
if relief doesn’t come.” 

‘Wheat Embargo Urder. 

Langer called his recent order 
placing an embargo on wheat ship- 
ments from his state “a big suc- 
cess.” He said he had instructed 
Sheriffs to notify elevators not to 
accept wheat for shipment out of 
the state, that elevators which dis- 
obey “will find their state licenses 
to operate revoked.” The result of 
this order, he said, “is one hundred 
per cent co-operation, i* you know 
what I mean.” 

Herring asserted that fixed prices 
for farm products “should not mean 
higher prices to consumers.” He 
said that “prices to consumers are 
' already too high—the thing is that 
a lot of those between the farmer 
and the consumer are trying to 
make up their losses from other 
years right away.” 

Asked if fixed prices would bring 
an immediate marketward rush of 
farm commodities, Herring, Berry 
and Langer all said that “the 
answer is to license the farmer so 
that each gets his fair share in the 
volume needed for domestic con- 
sumption.” They said a system of 
quotas could be worked out so that 
all farmers would get the benefit 
of the higher prices for an equal

said that more than 55,000 persons 
were receiving aid there and that 
an average of 65 families who never 
had applied before were applying 
daily for aid. 

Father John Fugel, pastor of 
the Catholic Church in Vienna, 
only 30 miles from the capital, de- 
scribed conditions in’ Maries Coun- 
ty and adjoining counties. In Mar- 
ies, which has a population of 8368, 
Father Fugel said there were 314 
families, 1430 individuals, receiv- 
ing aid. 

37 More Counties on List. 

William R. Courtney of Sedalia 
said 1000 families were aided in Pet- 
tis County last winter, and that 
the number would be materially in- 
creased this winter. William R. 
Spence of Hannibal related a story 
of great need there. 

In concluding the hearing, State 
Director Crossley said that in Oc- 
tober aid ‘was dispensed in 46 of 
the 114 counties and that 37 addi- 
tional counties would go on the 
rolls this month. Crossley expressed 
the conviction that the Federal aid 
which he had been notified would 
be cut off yesterday; would be con- 
tinued through the“month of No- 
vember in view of the pledge made 
by the Legislature. He said he did 
not know whether it would be avail- 
able after Dec. 1 unless the Legis- 
lature had passed a bill by that 
time to provide the money required 
from the State. 


Salary Cut Resolution. 

So far Gov. Park has not indi- 
cated the reply he will make to the 
Senate resolution adopted yester- 
day requesting him to call on all 
elective State officials and all heads 
of departments to cut their salaries 
and the salaries of all employes 25 
per cent and to make  propor- 
tionate reductions in other ex- 
penses of their offices. The Gov- 
ernor refused to comment on the 
resolution other than to direct at- 
tention to the fact that in his in- 
augural message he had recom- 
mended a reduction. 

Any reduction in salaries of elec- 
tive officials would be entirely vol- 
untary in the case of each official, 
as the Constitution prohibits a 
change in the salary of any offi- 
cial during his term of office. With 
some exceptions, State employes 
now are receiving approximately 
35 per cent lower salaries than they 
received two years ago. Former 
Gov. Caulfield put into effect a 26 
per cent reduction during the last 
year he was in office, and the last 
Legislature made a further reduc- 
tion of 10 per cent. 

Pay of Legislators. 


Critics of the Senate resolution 
today directed attention to the fact 
that the Legislature has had on its 
payroll for two weeks a number of 
employes who have had no duties 
of any kind and cannot have until 
the Legislature reaches the state of 
actually passing bills, which may 
be two weeks or more away. 

It was not made clear during the 
discussion of the resolution whether 
the legislators would apply the 25 
per cent reduction to their own $5 
per day pay. Senator Clayton of 
Hannibal raised the question as to 
whether the Senators would take 
the cut, and was informed that it 
could be applied to the Legislature. 
It could not be applitd to any legis- 
lator who objected because salaries 
of members are fixed in the Consti- 
tution. 

The salary reduction resolution 
was introduced in the hope that, 
by cutting State expenses, and 
through the taxes to be imposed on 
intoxicating liquor, a sales tax 
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could be avoided. Administration 
leaders are convinced the situation 
cannot be met that way. They say 
Senator Donnelly’s estimate of a 
saving of $250,000 a month is a very 
high over-estimate. 

State Deficit and Liquor Tax. 

Gov. Park said today that he had 
been informed the State deficit by 
the end of the year would be ap- 
proximately $2,000,000. If liquor 
taxes recommended by the Gover- 
nor are adopted by the Legislature, 
the Governor estimated they would 
produce slightly less than $3,000,000, 
of which $1,000,000 would go to the 
public school fund and $2,000,000; 
would be available for expenses of 
the State government and for relief 
work. The $2,000,000 would just 
about all be taken to meet the def- 
icit. 

The amount which will be re- 
quired from the State for relief 
work, in the opinion of Director 
Crossley, will exceed $350,000 a 
month. That it could be obtained 
from any saving in State expendi- 
tures—and the State offices still 
function—is declared impossible by 
administration leaders. 

The Governor will deliver a spe- 
cial message to the Legislature 
within a few days, probably Friday, 
and it is the expectation that in it 
he will make his reply to the Sen- 
ate resolution. 


WIGGIN UNLOADED 
BEFORE COMPANY 
PASSED DIVIDEND

June, 1932, two weeks before that 
company passed its common divi- 
dend. Wiggin was then chairman 
of the finance company of the com- 
pany, drawing a salary of $20,000. 
Within five days after Wiggin had 
sold his shares, the stock dropped 
from around $24 to $12. 

The company passed its common 
dividend on June 20,, according to 
Pecora. Wiggin testified that, on 
June 3, his Shermar Corporation 
had sold 8700 shares and the fol- 
lowing day 17,100 at prices averag- 
ing about $24. On June 4 the 
Chase National Bank, of which 
Wiggin was the senior executive 
officer, sold 50,000 shares of the 
stock which it held as collateral on 
a large note made by Gerhard M. 
Dahl, chairman of the board of the 
transit company. Two days later 
the bank sold an additional 5000 
shares held as collateral against 
Dahl’s note. For these shares the 
bank received between $24 and $25 
a share. Four days later the stock 
was selling between $12 and $14 a 
share. 

“When did you first have reason 
to believe that the Transit Com- 
pany wolud pass its dividend?” Pe 
eora demanded. “When I first sold 
the stcok,” was Wiggin’s frank 
reply. 

Pecora read into the record a 
meforandum. to Chase officers, 
written by H. G. Freeman, president 
of the Chase Securities Co., dated 
June 4, which stated that the Tran- 
sit Company would be in a better 
condition to meet its maturities 
with the Chase bank if it passed its 
common stock dividends. 

“You were paid $20,000 a year by 
the Transit Company to give it 
financial advice,” Pecora said. “Did 
you not know on June 3 or 4 that 


the company would pass its divi- 
dend at the next meeting of the 
board of directors?” “I felt that ft 
should pass them,” Wiggin replied, 
“but I did not know what action 
the board would take.” 

Wiggin admitted that the board 
would give serious consideration to 
his views, because he was chairman 
of the Finance Committee. 

On Advice of Counsel. 

Wiggin’s formal statement about 
his income and his Fedtral taxes. 
which was distributed at the press 
table, disclosed the advantage of 
having smart income tax lawyers. 

For instance, in 1928 Wiggin re- 
ported a net personal income of 
$1,609,886, on which he paid a per- 
sonal Federal tax of $338,092, 
whereas his own holding company, 
the Murlyn Corporation, reported 
neta income of $1,881,044 and paid 
a Federal tax of only $225,725. In 
other words, although Wiggin’s per- 
sonal income was $200,000 less than 
that of the corporation, the person- 
al tax was greater by more than 
$100,000.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—The Ag- 
ricultural Adjustment Administra- 
tion and the Swope plan for pro- 
moting self-discipline in industry 


and commerce were attacked in a 
statement today by Robert L. Lund 
of St. Louis, NRA industrial adviser 
and president of the National Man- 
ufacttrers’ Association. 

After criticising many aspects of 
the President’s recovery program, 
Lund said: 

“The uncertainty in the minds of 
business men arises largely out of 
the. delay in framing and approv- 
ing codes under the A. A. A. Some 
500 codes have been submitted and 
only one approved. — 

O fthe other aspects of the Pres- 
ident’s program and the Swope plan 
Lund said: 

“The Advisory Committee of 
Manufacturers’ National Trade As- 
sociations set up in New York this 
week was created voluntarily for 
the purpose of giving joint consid- 
eration to national programs affect- 
ing industry. 

“The purpose of the committee 
representing 26 major trade groups 
is in hearty accord with the Presi- 
dent’s recovery program, but re- 
cent rulings relating to the admin- 
istration of codes, uncertainty as 
to the future monetary policies of 
the Government, the inequities and 
rigidity of the Federal Securities 
Act, and some of the policies of the 
National Labor Board, tend to ob 
struct the program. ; 

Uneasy Over Monetary Plans 

“My observation as a member of 
the Industrial Advisory Board leads 
me to believe that no change in the 
diretctio nand organization of the 
NRA is needed at present further 
than perhaps to enlarge somewhat 
the present staff. The framing of 
codes is proceeding rapidly and the 
resident industrial advisory staff is 
doing a highly effective job. 

“The monetary problem also is 
disturbing. Business men realize, 
however, that the President is. un- 
dertaking to place the United States 
in a favorable position with respect 
to other nations,"and are awaiting 
with patience the time when he 
will be able to work out this ob- 
jective. 

“Other matters of great impor- 
tance such as Government econ- 
omy, Government competition with 
business and taxation, must be giv- 
en attention by business organiza- 
tions. 

Doubtful of Swope Plan. 

“It seems certain that a national 
organization such as is envisaged 
by the Swope plan, set up to admin- 
ister the codes with semi-govern- 
mental authority, could not logical- 
ly handle such questions with the 
best result to industry and busi- 
ness. 

“Industrial organizations’ in the 
past have concerned themselves 
with the problems of industry. The 
Manufacturers’ Association at its 
annual convention next month will 
give careful consideration to the or- 
ganization of industry proposed by 
the Swope plan. The association 
will co-operate with any effective 
organization of business and indus- 
try in bringing about successful ad- 
ministration of the recovery pro- 
gram. 

“But experience has shown that 
where business groups representing 
commerce, industry and service or- 
ganizations were combined in one 
organization, it has always proved 
difficult, on account of the diverse 
interests, to get prompt or effec- 
tive action, and the experience of 
the Manufacturers’ Association has 
shown much more effective results 
with each business group occupying 
itself with its own affairs with a 
supervisory organization to co-ordi- 
nate the various activities.” 

Johnson Approves Idea. 

Business sought today to forestall 


objections which labor might have 
to the new plan for following the 
temporary NRA with a permanent 
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setup under which industry would | 


govern its own affairs through a 
single unit and with a minimum of 
Federal supervision. 

The idea behind the plan had the 
support of-Hugh Johnson, Recovery 
Administrator, who told newspaper 
men: “It’s a kind of goal to shoot 
at, if Wwe can reach it.” 

The proposal was presented by 
Gerard Swope at a meeting of the 
Business Advisory and Planning 
Council of the Commerce De- 
partment and was referred to 
a committee for study. It 
makes no reference to labor repre- 
sentation in the unit which it 
suggested should govern all busi- 
ness and industry through codes. 

Labor, under the NRA, has ob- 
tained representation on . many 
boards and councils, and even an 
indirect voice in the boards admin- 
istering present codes. The recent 
American Federation of Labor con- 
vention voted to seek greater rep- 
resentation. 

Labor advisors at the NRA made 
clear that they do not expect 
Swope’s plan to be put into effect 
in the near future. The administra- 
tion, they contended, will not relax 
the close Government supervision 
now instituted over codified indus- 
tries for a long time. 

Swope’s Proposal. 

Swope’s proposal, briefly, would 
merge into an enlarged national 
chamber of commerce all the trade 
associations for industries now op- 
erating under codes. A board of 
appeals would act as supreme ar- 
biter. The Government would be 
represented on this board through 
presidential appointees; labor not 
at all, unless one of the presiden- 
tial appointees—who, Johnson said. 
would .have absolute veto power— 
were a worker representative. 

Foreseeing that there might be 
objections by labor, Swope said in 
a statement: “There is nothing 
in my proposal intended to sup- 
plant the NRA or to set up any 
industrial self-discipline without 
governmental participation’ or - to 
omit thé organization of labor 
parallel with the organization of 
industry.” 

Labor Lags Behind. 

Despite big gains since the es- 
tablishment of the NRA, labor 
leaders say they are having diffi- 
culty organizing as rapidly as in- 
dustry. 

The membership of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor has risen 
from slightly more than 2,000,000 
to above 4,000,000.

Fred L. Hallbauer, Belleville mu- 


sic store salesman, shot and killed 
his estranged wife, Eugenia, and 
himself last night in the entrance 
hall of her mother’s home at 116

Mrs. Hallbauer, shot in the face, 
center of the chest and below the 
heart, was killed outright. Hall- 
bauer, shot in the right temple, 
lived only 10 minutes after being 
taken to St. Elizabeth’s Hospital.

Halibauer, scream, “go away from 
here!” just before the shots were 
fired. 
Police learned that'a note in 
which Hallbauer complained of 
marital troubles was delivered yes- 
terday to his two sons by a for- 
mer marriage, who reside with their 
mother, Mrs. Ver@na Hallbauer, on 
North Church street, Belleville. 
Halibauer and his second wife, 
a former school teacher, had been 
separated since last January. In 
his divorce suit, pending in Circuit 
Court, Hallbauer made charges that 
she associated with other men. 
They were married in 1925, two 
weeks after he was divorced from 
his first wife. 
Early yesterday evening Hall- 
bauer visited the Belleville Police 
Headquarters and chatted with sev- 
eral officers, as was his custom.

‘Increase in Price From $19.20 to $28 for 24- 
Carat Ounce Brings Out Door-to-Door 


St. Louis. 


Since President Roosevelt’s gold- 
buying plan went into effect, the 
price of old gold has increased 


from $19.20 to $28 for a 24-carat 
ounce, and old gold buyers from 
door to door have increased in 
number. 

At least part of the gold for 
commercial purposes was pur- 
chased from the Government be- 
fore the President’s buying plan 
was begun, but since that time the 
Government has not sold any gold. 
Gold being used by dentists, jew- 
elers and other fine metal artisans 
is being purchased from refiners, 
into whose pots watch cases, jew- 
elry, lodge emblems, trophies, den- 
tal fillings and sundry other gold 
articles find their way. 

The increase in the ounce price 
is equivalent to an increase of 4 
to 5 cents for a carat, which St. 
Louis dealers are paying for old 
gold. The door-to-door buyer de- 
ducts a commission. 

J. J. Hauser, 115 North Eleventh 
street, refiner and dealer, said his 
purchases had increased 35 per 
cent since the price advanced and 
there were now about 100 door-to-, 
door buyers in St. Louis. Before the’ 
depression there were not more 
than a dozen. 

The Government is not getting 
any of the refined gold, Hauser 
said, because it is limited to pay- 
ing $20.67 for a 24carat ounce, and 
refiners are paying more. The Re- 


construction Finance Corporation,/ of prosperity, he told Hauser. 


however, quoted $32.20 an ounce 
yesterday, but it can buy only new- 
ly mined gold. 

The effect of the old gold price 
increase makes a $5 gold piece 
worth about $6, and other gold 
coins of value in proportion, but 
there is no legal way to sell gold 
coins as old gold, there being a 
penalty for either melting or mutil- 
ating them. 

Since August refiners have been 
required to obtain a license from 
the Treasury Department limiting 
the amount of gold they may have 
on hand. They are required to 
make monthly reports of purchases 
and sales, are forbidden to deal in 
United States or foreign gold coins, 
and are not permitted to purchase 
gold already melted into a lump, 
leaving no authorized market for 
gold coins as old gold. Coins are 
of 22-carat gold. 

Fred W. Hasenjaeger, a dealer in 
the Arcade Building, said people 
were bringing gold coins to him 
daily to sell at the increased price, 
but he could not buy them. 

Other articles, however, are 
brought in to dealers in odd assort- 
ménts.

Factory Near Port Washington, 
Wis., Blown Up—Violence 
Reported Elsewhere.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 2.—A 
dynamite bomb was exploded today 
in the cheese factory of El Bley, 
near Port Washington. Fire which 
followed destroyed the factory. The 
owner estimated the damage at 
$15,000. Bley’s factory had been 
closed, but he contemplated resum- 
ing operations today and had noti- 
fied his patrons to begi- delivering 
milk. 

A group of 50 farm strikers to 
day made a raid on the plant of 
the Sunshine Dairy at Waterford, 
south of here, overpowered four 
deputies and destroyed about half 
a carload of milk intended for ship- 
ment to Milwaukee.

ST. PAUL, Minn., Nov. 2. — The 
Minnesota Farmers’ Holiday Asso- 
ciation announced that starting to- 
day its members would attempt to 
“tie everything up tight” so far as 
farm products were concerned. 

Violence was reported in several 
sections of Wisconsin. Last night 
about 150 farm strikers seized an 
interurban car at Waterford, Wis., 
and dumped 17,000 pounds of milk. 
Windows in a cheese factory at 
Plymouth, Wis., were shattered by 
a bomb and milk was dumped in 
Milwaukee. 

The strike in Wisconsin was also 
marked by the repudiation by 
three county holiday association 
units of the leadership of their state 
president, Arnold Gilberts, who re- 
cently ordered the anti-selling move- 
ment to be temporarily suspended. 
Leaders of Wood, Marathon and 


Clark County said they wanted to) 


continue the strike, despite Gil- 
berts’ order. 

The Minnesota unit decided to 
withhold produce and livestock 
from markets until prices reach the 
cost-of-production level. Meanwhile, 
the group recommended that its 
members pay no taxes, no interest 
and prohibit “forcible collection of 


debts.” 


Iowa Farm Strikers Return to 
Highway Blocking.

OMAHA, Neb., Nov. 2.—After 
several days inactivity, farm pick- 
ets appeared again today on Iowa 
highways resorting, for the first 
time during the present farm holi- 
day strike, to blockades in an ef- 
fort to halt trucks bound for mar- 
ket. Pickets said they would work 
in shifts 24 hours a day.

Salary Warrants for $40,000. Held 
Up Because of Difficulty in 
Getting Bank Credit. 

St. Louis County employes went 
unpaid yesterday for the second 
time this year when the Coun- 
ty Court witheld October salary 
warrants totaling $40,000 because 
of difficulty in obtaining bank 
credit. A total of 224 employes, 
chiefly in the County Hospital and 
Circuit Clerk’s and Sheriff's offices, 
are affected. 

Warrants are customarily cashed 
by two Clayton banks, which hold 
them at interest until taxes are re- 
ceived at the end of the year. Last 
May the banks announced they 
would be unable to continue the 
practice without assistance and a 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion loan was obtained, assuring 
credit on warrants up to $850,000, 
This was later increased to $1,200,- 
000. 

Although the county has taken 
up $500,000 in the warrants out of 
delinquent tax collections last sum- 
mer, the $1,200,000 credit has been 
used up and the banks announced 
further extension would be neces 
sary. Application for an additional 
$150,000 has been made to the St. 
Louis R. F. C. office. Approval 
from Washington is expected with- 
in 10 days.

Originally, not wishing to 
resurrect past records, I left un- 


mined my position. Silence is no 
longer to the interest of the school 
system. I am, therefore, offering 
the following explanatory  state- 
ment. 

In the first place, it should be 
made ‘quite definite that the Board 
of Education is in no way respon- 
sible for Mr. Waldron’s nonemploy- 
ment. My recommendations to the 
Committee on Instruction did not 
include Mr. Waldron’s name. They 
were neither influenced nor altered 
by the committee or by other mem- 
bers of the board. It is doubtful 
that the board was conscious of 
questions that had arisen in rela- 
tion to Mr. Waldron. Responsibil- 
ity in the case is exclusively mine. 
In the second place, statements 
attributed to me in the daily pa- 
pers are based on brief replies to 
telephonic inquiries. No _ details 
were offered or discussed. I had 
neither the desire nor the opportu- 
nity to make a statement over the 
telephone of specific reasons for not 
recommending Mr. Waldron’s ap- 
pointment. 

In the -third place, it should be 
definitely stated that Mr. Waldron 
never was a teacher of the Beau- 
mont High School or in any other 
of our high or other day schools. 
Last year he taught in the evening 
school at the Beaumont building on 
Mondays and Wednesdays for two 
hours per evening. He also had 
taught in other evening schools. 
Annual appointment of evening 
school teachers is unavoidable; day 
school teachers are appointed once 
for all and hold their positions 
without interruption and without 
annual reappointment. Mr. Wal- 
dron was not discharged. His posi- 
tion, like that of everyone else in 
the evening school, automatically 
terminated at the end of the school 
year. Like many others he did not 
receive a new appointment. 

In the fourth place, the unioniza- 
tion of labor, the right to strike, 
and the right to picket were not 
involved in any sense whatever. 
Neither was the principle of the 
teacher’s constitutional right or 
academic freedom questioned in any 
way. Mr. Waldron, himself, was 
the only issue in the case. 

I have always, and at times with 
disagreeable consequences to my- 
self, taken the position that no 
teacher’s employment or re-employ- 
ment should be conditioned by re- 
ligious, political, social or economic 
views that may be entertained or 
expressed. Denials of the right of 
freedom of speech are known by 
my associates to be at variance 
with my principles and also with 
the practices of my life. Criticism, 
and persecution too, has come to 
me for alleged undue toleration of 
freedom of speech. Had I been 
charged with friendship for union 
labor I should merely have been 
reminded of 6id, attacks. I hold tol- 
erance superior to suppression and 
challenge anyone to produce one 
concrete instance of my denial to 
anyone of the exercise of his con- 
stitutional rights, of his freedom of 
expression, or of affiliation with 
unions. 

In the fifth place, certain factual 
aspects of Mr. Waldron’s case that 
came to me since last July should 
be considered in judging the desira- 
bility of appointing him. I am pre- 
senting the following: 

(a) In June, 1922, and again in 
June,:1927, Mr. Waldron was arrest- 
ed for disturbance of the peace. 

(b) On Jan. 26 and 27, 1922, the 
daily press carried accounts of Mr. 
Waldron’s arrest for taking down 
a diphtheria sign that had been put 
on his house by the Health Depart- 
ment, and also for driving away 
two fumigators who were intimi- 
dated by his display of a gun. This 
incident occurred years ago, but is

Disre- 
spect for law and for the functions 
of the police, as well as other offi- 
cers, is in my judgment entirely too 
common. No school system that 
countenances hostile demonstra- 
tions by its teachers to the health 
officers discharging their duties is 
entitled to the respect of the public. 

(c) On the third of last August 
he was arrested on the charge of 
“littering the streets with rubbish.” 
Toward the end of August he was 
again arrested for refusing to obey 
the command of the police not to 
obstruct the sidewalk. These are 
the two arrests in connection with 
strike picketing reported to me 
that have been made the subject of 
public discussion. Far from hold- 
ing the charge against Mr. Wald- 
ron, I indicated in my telephone 
conversation acquiescence in the 
view that arrests under these cir- 
cumstances may not have been 
legally justified. However, the case 
was one for the court and not for 
me. 

(d) At the request of officers of 
Boone County, Mo., Mr. Waldron, 
in July, 1926, was arrested on a 
check charge. Local police turned 
him over to Deputy Sheriff Elmer 
of Columbia, Mo. No applicant will 
ever be appointed by me to a posi- 
tion in our school system without 
the most careful investigation into 
the merits of such a record. - In 
any event it was one more arrest. 

(e) On the fifteenth of last Au- 
gust a warrant was issued for Mr. 
Waldron’s arrest on the charge of 
driving an automobile without a 
proper State license. This case 
came before the Court of Criminal 
Correction. It coincided in time 
with Mr. Waldron’s perfervid pro- 
testations of interest in the cause 
of the workers. No’ intimation, 
however, came from me as to the 
possible unlawfulness of this arrest. 

(f) After it became known that 
many of the evening school teach- 
ers employed last year could not be 
reappointed, Mr. Waldron, although 
informed by me that activities in 
behalf of striking worxers. could 
have no bearing on the appoint- 
ment of teachers, made it quite evi- 
dent that he meant to insure his 
appointment on the basis of public 
agitation, especially in labor circles. 
To have appointed him under the 
circumstances could have been 
nothing other ‘than pusillanimous 
yielding to threats!’ This I shall 
under no circumstances do, either 
for Mr. Waldron or anyone else. 

(zg) On the opening of the Beau- 
mont Monday-Wednesday Evening 
School, while the appointment of 
many teachers was still under con- 
sideration, it was thought best to 
call for the protection of plain- 
clothes police against disturbance 
of the school threatened by Mr. 
Waldron’s innuendoes and intima- 
tions to the administrative officer 
of the school. Employment of a 
person who has made it appear nec- 
essary to take such action cannot 
be justified on any basis of either 
personal or official self-respect. 

(h) For reasons of economy more 
than 100 of last year’s evening 
school corps were not reappointed. 
Mr. Waldron was one of these, and 
he is the only one who has entered 
into controversy. Repeated arrests 
assuredly constituted no qualifying 
factor for his classification as a 
preferred candidate. As a matter 
of duty, I say frankly that if his 
arrests, co¥Yering a period of more 
than 10 years, entitled him to con- 
sideration above that of persons 
never so involved, it is my elemen- 
tary duty to the citizens of St. 
Louis to wash my hands altogether 
of the appointive function. Under 
no circumstances would I, through 
fear of adverse publicity, share in 
the guilt of discriminating against 
painstaking teachers, normal in ac- 
tion and altruistic in purpose. One 
hundred evening school teachers 
who could not be reappointed this 
year are ahead of Mr. Waldron and 
will remain ahead of him. 

The rights of the evening school 
students that Mr. Waldron, if ap- 
pointed, would have, been called 
upon to teach, also moved me to 
the conclusion that I reached. For 
me it has long been axiomatic that 
the rights of the students determine 
the obligation of th teacher. That 
conviction I am unable to change. 
Teachers have long and justly pro- 
tested against the denial of their 


rights as citizens. Nevertheless, 
they are also persuaded that these 
rights are not to be so exercised as 
to set aside the obligations that 
they have voluntarily assumed. One 
obligation, fundamental to all ef- 
fective teaching, is such individual 
behavior as not to close avenues of 
influence by which the minds and 
hearts of all pupils might be 
reached. Teachers regard it as a 
civic right to think and to express 
themselves freely, but they also be- 
lieve that all of the pupils to be 
taught are entitled to the confi- 
dence and to the trust that a teach- 
er’s rationality and impartiality 
may inspire. If Mr. Waldron desires 
to serve and to’ be known as a 
teacher, it may reasonably be éx- 
pected of him to accept the code of 
professional ethics to which the 
teaching body is committed. 


Thinking citizens would properly 
regard with concern the use of the 
schools as refuges for ego-centric 
purveyors of emotionalism, or for 
those who repeatedly find them- 
selves in the way of the police, The 
pupils who attend the schools and 
the public who maintain them are 
entitled to a corps of teachers su- 
perior in their training, in their 
self-control and as examples to 
others. 


Scrutiny of the whole _ record 
might be helpful to the uninformed. 
My estimate of the program of un- 
ionized labor is one of the points 
at which Mr. Waldron and I di- 
verge. For me it is one of ration- 
alized aims and procedure; for him, 
one of obfuscation. Society has en- 
dowed the schools with the dignity 
of a sacred service not to he im- 
paired by the temper, the puryA#ses, 
or the habits of its teachers. In no 
event will the schools of St. Louis 
suffer opprobrium through the su- 
perintendent’s cowardly fear of de- 
faming publicity for judging ad- 
versely the temperament and rec- 
ord of an applicant.

FRANCHISE LEVY

Approved Proposal Would 
Fix Graduate Scale Ex- 
cise on Profits of 10 Pct.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 2.—An 
excess profits tax would be levied 
on corporations in Missouri, in the 
guise of an excise or franchise tax,,. 
under provisions of a bill reported 
out favorably last night by the 
House Committee on Private Cor- 
porations, after a brief hearing. 
The bill goes on the House calendar 
for perfection. 

Action on a Dill by Representa- 
tive Maxey of Bates County, dou- 
bling the present State corporation 
franchise tax of 50 cents on each 
$1000 of corporation capital and 
surplus, in keeping with a recom- 
mendation by Gov. Park, was de- 
ferred by the committee to next 
Wednesday, after a hearing. 
Provisions of Excess Profits Bill. 

The excess profits tax bill, intro- 
duced by Representative Hamlin of 
Marion County, would impose a 
graduated schedule of additional 
taxes on all profits of a corporation 
in excess of 10 per cent on capital 
actually invested in the business. 
The proposed taxes range from 10 
per cent on profits between 10 and 
12 per cent, up to 50 per cent of all 
profits in excess of 20 per cent on 
the invested capital. The tax is in 
addition to existing income, fran- 
chise and other corporate taxes. 

The bill closely defines invested 
capital for computation of profits 
and would not permit a corporation 
to deduct as operating expenses 
more than $10,000 of the annual 
salary paid to any officer or em- 
ploye. 

Hamlin was the only person heard 
on the bill. He briefly explained 
its provisions. 

Corporations Reserve Comment, 

Several representatives of cor- 
porations who were present to op- 
pose Maxey’s corporation franchise 
tax bill, said they were not in a po- 
sition to discuss Hamlin’s bill, 
which was introduced Monday, be- 
cause the printed copies were not 
yet available and they had not hati 
an opportunity to analyze it. 

Returns which MHamlin’s bill 
would require corporations to file, 
containing virtually the same in- 
formation as must be shown in 
their State income tax returns, 
would be subject to public inspec- 
tion. Hamlin said this would be 
changed to limit the inspection to 
designated State officials and mem- 
bers of the Legislature. State in- 
come tax returns are protected 
from public inspection by a secrecy 
Provision of the present law. 

Opposition to Maxey Bill.

THAT NO KNOWN 
DEVICE CAN STOP 


French Perfume _ Researchers 
Report Accidental Discovery 
of Death-Dealing Fumes.

CLERMONT-FERRAND, France, 

Nov. 2.—A new poison gas, said to 
be akin to, but more deadly than 
Yperite or the American Lewisite, 
has been discovered by Prof. 
Leonce Bert, chief of the Chem- 
ical Institute, and M. Dorier, di- 
rector of the wine laboratory. 
Against it, they say, there is no 
protection. ; 
The men stumbled on the new 
gas while experimenting with 
synthetic perfumes. Its formula is 
and will remain, they say, their 
secret. It will not even be re 
vealed to the Ministry of War, un- 
less war should break out. In that 
case, it is so easy ‘and rapid to 
make that existing chemical plants 
could, within eight days, begin to 
produce it in uniimited quantities, 
Prof. Bert said. 
The gas is given off by a color- 
less liquid smelling faintly of cel- 
ery. The fumes attack not only 
the bronchial tubes and the eyes 
but the skin, even when dry. In 
this it differs from Yperite, which 
only operates when the skin is 
damp. It blisters the skin and poi- 
sons the tissue. A small quantity 
of the liquid placed on the skin of 
a large dog caused death within a 
few hours with all the symptoms of 
tissue poisoning. 

Masks, no matter how perfect, 
are useless against the gas, Prof. 
Bert says, as it attacks the entire 
body. It would be almost impossi- 
ble to devise clothing so hermet- 
ically sealed as to prevent the 


point. 


TURKEY TO UNDERTAKE 
NEW TEN-YEAR PROGRAM 


Plans Announced by Mustapha 
Kemal for Development of Agri- 
culture and Industries.

ISTANBUL, Nov. 2. — President 
Mustapha Kemal has announced a 
new 10-year p for Turkey to 
be pursued mofe strenuously than 
the first. Turkey has just ended 
a celebration of its tenth anni- 
versary as a republic. 

In opening the third session of 
the fourth National Assembly in 
Ankara, the capital, Kemal stressed 
Turkey’s persevering efforts toward 
peace and declared a means of de- 
fense was the nation’s prime neces- 
sity.

“Our new agricultural institutes 
and specialists will greatly advance 
our agricultural development. Our 
infant industries progress, but they 
must be perfected. In every field, 
edycational as well as economic 
and social, we must be hostile to 
half measures. We insist on fol- 
lowing out our radical way.” 


WOMAN NAZI MAKES MISTAKE 


Declares She Won’t Answer Jewish 
U. 8S. Attorney, But She Does. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—Although 
Maria Gribel had declared she 
wolud not answer questions put to 
her before a grand jury by a Jew- 
ish United States Attorney, she did 
answer him—for half an hour. 
After she had left the grand jury 
room she said she had not known 
that Assistant United States Attor- 
ney William W. Prager, the man 
who questioned her, was a Jew. 
“If I am called down here again I 
will not answer questions that he 
puts to me,” she said.

Further debt payments and ne- 
gotiations would be suspended for 
such a period, thus affording a 
breathing spell in which world eco- 
nomic conditions, and particularly 
American domestic conditions, 
might be expected to improve. The 
question could then be taken up 
for re-examination in the light of 
new conditions. 

Various figures have been sug- 
gested for this “lump sum token 
payment,” most of them in the 
neighborhood of $75,000,000. 

Paid 10 Per Cent Last June. 
Britain’s obligations to the Unit 
ed States from 1933 to 1936 inclu- 
sive total about $729,000,000. Thus 
the suggested $75,000,000 would 
amount to about 10 per cent of the 
amount due—carrying out Britain’s 
determination to drive the Lau- 
sanne reparations agreement 
straight through her debt agree~ 
ment with this country. Last June, 
Britain paid about 10 per cent of 
the amount due as a “token.” 

Existing world conditiofis, and 
the fluctuating American dollar, 
have made it virtually impossible to 
reach any lasting agreement at this 
time, in the belief of the negotia- 
tors.

| RNC SHOOTS. 

The Republican National Committee, RNC for 
short, is disappointed in the Roosevelt administra- 
tion and has said so in what the late Ring Lardner 
would nickname as no uncertain tones. It charges 
the President with breaking many of his campaign 
promises. The Chicago platform, it implies, might 
better bé called the forgotten platform. The Govern- 
ment, it says, has put enterprise in a strait-jacket. 
The recovery program, in its judgment, is retarding 
rather than accelerating recovery. The situation, by 
and large, is a pretty sad state of affairs. 

To many of those charges, the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration would doubtless plead guilty, but not in 
melancholy accents. It would shout a gay yes. It 
latform was 
written and the campaign speeches were being made, 
neither the Democratic party nor its candidate had 
any notion of what the present administration was 
going to step into on March 4. And the same may 
be said for. the Republican party and its candidate. 
We surely were on the toboggan in the latter days of 
the Hoover administration and speeding downward 
faster and faster with every tick of the clock. “Death 
was on thy drums, Democracy,” economically speak- 
ing. 

It was Mr. Roosevelt’s job to check the spreading 
paralysis. Whether we approve or disapprove of the 
administration’s bewildering activities, whether we 
understand them or not, there is no gainsaying the 
fact that the spirit of defeatism was kicked off the 
front steps and, as a nation, we suddenly found our- 
selves inspired with faith in the Government’s pur- 
pose and capacity. And one promise, at least, may 
be cited which has been kept. Mr. Roosevelt pledged 
to the country a New Deal, and even the RNC will 
acknowledge, we feel sure, that we are getting a 
New Deal. 

Is this New Deal preferable to the Old Deal? How 
many of us, if we could do so, would go back to 
March 4? It is a long march to recovery, and, as Mr. 
Roosevelt has candidly admitted, the harder and the 
longer part of the journey yet remains. But will any- 
one seriously say we have not made a fine start? 
In the tew months of the recovery program, more 
than 3,000,000 persons have been put, back to work, 
which is, we should say, a whale of a statistic and 
is no minor-leaguer as a miracle. 

After all, the administration’s task of tasks is to 
get the man back on his job. That done, the whole 
recovery crusade will come winding triumphantly 
down the road. It is being done. To accomplish 
what is alreafly in the record has required experi- 
mentation and bold adventuring. To complete it may 
call for still further pioneering, and for the aban- 
donment of plans and projects which wilted in the 
tests. Mr. Roosevelt is prepared to discard any 
remedial effort that fails and to try something else. 
“If we cannot do it that way,” he has said, “we will 
do it ahother. Do it we will.” 

The RNC, to be sure, is wholly within its rights 
in criticising the administration. We repeat what 
we have said on that point: 

We need criticism. We must not stop the 
mouth of any man, however partisan, however 
mistaken. What we are doing in the United 
States is a test of our wisdom. None of us is an 
oracle. The President certainly does not con- 
sider himself one. We are all searching for the 
way out of a great dilemma. We need the vision 
and counsel of all the people, whether rich or 
poor, whether Democrats or Republicans, whether 
capitalists or workers, whether Wall Street or 
Main Street. It is the problem of all as much 
as the problem of one. 

But the RNC’s criticism is, in our opinion, without 
a trace of vision or counsel. It is a tale of accusa- 
tion, unburdened by one constructive idea or sugges- 
tion. If it proposes anything, it is that we renounce 
the New Deal impersonated by Mr. Roosevelt and 
espouse the Old Deal, under the deadly genius of 
which we came at last to the edge of chaos. “Enter- 
prise in a strait-jacket” may be a bit of self-satisfying 
Tory rhetoric, but enterprise in a shroud is the fu- 
nereal truth we were looking at. 

As to what sort of world we shall be living in 
when the last wolfish howl of the depression has 
been silenced, nobody can accurately say. What may 
confidently be predicted, we believe, is that the 
rugged individualism under which Insullism, Mitch- 
ellism, Wigginism and all the other isms of irre- 
sponsible industrialism flourished are gone forever. 
The Old Deal is dead. 

Ring in the new! 
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A FLAW IN THE SMALL LOAN ACT. 
Salary-buying, at any rate of interest desired, is 
legal in Missouri, the Supreme Court ruled Tuesday. 
The court found the salary-buying section of the 
Small Loan Act unconstitutional because it is not 
included in the title of the measure. . Thus, the bars, 
are let down to an unconscionable practice whereby 
the hard-pressed worker “sells” his forthcoming pay 
check at whatever discount the “buyer” can induce 
him to give, invariably far more than the generous 
2% per cent a month allowed for small loans, which 
the Legislature intended also to apply to this money- 
lending practice. The court, of course, acted in ac- 
cordance with legal requirements in its decision. It 
is up to the Legislature to repair its error by re- 
enacting the measure in proper form. At any time, 
and particularly in such times as these, it would 
be intolerable to turn the needy over to the tender 
mercies of the loan sharks. Full regulation of small- 
loan rates is imperative, and we urge the Governor 
to add the salary-buying matter to his legislative 
program.

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SHOCKING THE CENSORS. 3 : 

A booklet disclosing what a motion picture censor. 
thinks about has just been issued by the National 
Council on Freedom from Censofship, a branch of 
the American Civil Liberties Union. The publication, 
called “What Shocked the Censors,” records the de 
letions made by the New York State censors from 


upon minor matters that could offend only individual 
whims, upon scenes that were in questionable taste 
and upon some that were downright filthy. They 
barred outright the gang picture, “Scarface,” though 
it had been praised for its disillusioning view of 
crime, and the splendid German film, “Maedchen in 
Uniform.” The board later reconsidered and ap- 
‘proved these pictures, though requiring extensive 
cuts. Its excisions fall into these groups: sex 44 per 
cent, crime 16, violence 29, government 5, religion 38. 

It has become almost trite to say that the movies 
are in need of housecleaning. But a horde of diffi- 
culties arise when the cleansing is attempted by the 
censors of New York and the five other states that 
undertake this function. (Massachusetts is a seventh, 
but, by. some twist of moral reasoning, censors only 
pictures to be shown on Sunday.) First, there is 
the difficulty of standards as to what is and is not 
objectionable. The six states that have censors are 
far from agreeing on this. Can there be censors 
wise enough to know what will injure public morals 
and what will not? And does not formal censor- 
ship, as Bishop McConnell of New York says, put 
“the seal of official approval on what is left after 
the censor has done his work”? 

Censorship, always abhorrent to public liberty, ap- 
pears in this case to be negative regulation. If the 
film producers would do their public duty and pro- 
duce clean pictures, which they have promised in 
many public statements through Will Hays, then no 
state censors would be needed. And, to quote Prof. 
Eduard C. Lindeman, who writes an introduction to 
this booklet, “If parents, who assume responsibility 
for the child’s education, recreation and choice of 
companions, would carry their sense of responsibility 
one step further, to include appropriate entertain- 
ment, this problem would tend to disappear.” There 
are legal means for dealing with those who affront 
the public decency. Film censorship is a defective 
remedy and, as displayed in this book, serves largely 
as outlet for the caprice of the board’s members. 
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MAYOR DICKMANN AND THE CIVIL SERVICE. 

As a sequel to the scandalous examination for 
building inspector jobs last August, when 16 of the 
applicants submitted answers which were virtually 
identical, Mayor Dickmann has dismissed two of the 
three members of the Efficiency Board.

Money Policy 


HE relationships of gold and currency 

and credit and price are obscure. They 

are so obscure that one is entitled to 
suspect anyone who pretends that. money is 
the subject of an exact science, and that he 
knows that science. Mathematical questions 
and so-called economic laws do throw light 
on aspects of monetary situations, but in 
the framing of a particular policy, there are 
no exact rules. For that reason, it is best 
to keep continually in mind a few simple 
ideas. They are a protection against becom- 
ing a dogmatist or a crank. 

rhaps the most important of these sim- 
ple ideas is that there is no instantaneous 
connection between money and the price 
level. Anyone, for example, who thinks that 
you can change the gold content of the dol- 
lar at 10 in the morning and produce a cor- 
responding change in the price level by 3 
in the afternoon is bound to be disappointed. 
The price level is a complicated average of 
millions of particular prices, for example, of 
cotton on a plantation in Texas, on a planta- 
tion in Georgia, at a warehouse in Galves- 
ton, on an exchange in New York, in Liver- 
pool, of a shirt in Massachusetts, of a pair 
of shoes in Missouri, of a piece of land in 
Minnesota, of a toothbrush in Chicago, and 
so forth and s0 on. 

It is absurd to suppose that you can name 
a figure for the gold value of the dollar in 
Washington and automatically and immedi- 
ately alter all the millions of prices of goods, 
and land, and sécurities. Such an instan- 
taneous response can be produced only tem- 
porarily for a few things which are highly 
sensitive to speculation. 

On the other hand, it is almost equally 
absurd to argue that a change in the value 
of money has no effect on the price level. 
There is every reason to believe that it has. 


' But the effect is produced only over a pe- 


riod of time. If, therefore, we recognize this 
factor of time, we shall be bound to conclude 
that the effects of a change in the value of 
the dollar will be realized only gradually, 
and that, for example, with the dollar de- 
preciated 35 per cent, we have still to feel 
the full effects on our prices., 

There is another important and simple 
idea. It is that no one can predict exactly 
how much the average of prices, much less 


how much particular prices, will rise as the 
result of a certain amount of devaluation. 
Therefore, there is no point in pretending 
that the exact amount of devaluation can be 
scientifically ascertained. A dollar between 
60 and 70 cents gold will probably raise 
most prices very considerably in the course 
of time. But nobody knows whether a 68- 
cent dollar or a 63-cent dollar or a 61-cent 
dollar will produce the exact amount of in- 
crease in prices that he happens to think 
desirable, 

There are some who think there is a 
mathematical formula. Thus last June, 
when I was at the London conference, I 
wrote an article suggesting that a deprecia- 
tion of one-third was as good a guess as 
any. The next day, I received a tremendous 
cablegram from an organization of mone- 
tary enthusiasts in New York telling me to 
look out, and that the dollar must be de- 
valued to 62 and a fraction cents. They had 
figured it out exactly. But only last week, 
these game enthusiasts informed me that 
the dollar ought to be 50 cents. Again, they 
had figured it out exactly. 

Well, I do not think they have figured it 
out exactly because I do not believe that it 
can be figured out exactly. 

The conclusion I draw from these two 
ideas is that the administration will obtain all 
the benefits that can be had from a change 
in the value of money by proceeding now 
to fix an upper and a lower limit of deval- 
uation. The benefits of devaluation will 4 
velop only over a period of time; the exact 
amount of benefit cannot be calculated in 
advance. In short, a de facto stabilization 
in relation to gold and to sterling within a 
fairly wide range will produce in the course 
of time and in an ufpredictable amount 
about all the rise of prices that can be 
induced by manipulating the value of the 
dollar. 

There are technical reasons why final sta- 
bilization is probably undesirable now, but 
fixing the Hmits within which stabilization 
will eventually take place will not deprive us 
of any of the advantages of devaluation and 
‘will, of course, contribute greatly to the fee)- 
ing of certainty and confidence on which an 
economic recovery unquestionably depends.

Book Just Out-Discusses. Nu- 
merous Subjects, Including 
: NRA, Marriage, Divorce.

-| WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.— Mrs. 
,.| Franklin D. Roosevelt has pub- 
lished a book titled “It’s Up to the 
Women”—with a few asides to the 
men. 

Before she left on the Chicago 
’! trip from which she was motoring 
back to the White House today, the 
,|President’s wife gave her own views 
»'on the volume. 
“IT have a very humble feeling 
about it,” she said. “A great many 


people have written, and could 
write on the subjects on which I 
have written much better than I. 
But it does represent what I feel 
and think. 
use to women who are interested 
enough to read it.” 
The subjects of which Mrs. Roose- 
velt spoke are numerous and are 
compressed into 263 small pages. 
They include budgets, recreation, 
child-rearing, careers, marriage, di- 
vorce. 

Chapter on “Women and NKA.” 
They are definitely related to the 
immediate emergency with friendly 
advice on the first meeting with 
adversity for the very rich, and 
helpful low-cost menus for the very 
poor. She comes sharply into the 
present in a final chapter, “Women 
and the NRA.” 
Mrs. Roosevelt proclaimed the 
passing of a “society” based on 
wealth and power. “Society today 
means the big society of all men 
and women. The more kinds of 
people we know, the more interest- 
ing will our lives be.” 
For the right of a woman to a 
career, if that must be her means 
of finding self-expression, Mrs. 
Roosevelt spoke to the opposite 
sex: “If a woman wants to work 
and keep her home, let me beg you, 
Mr. Man, to help her and not hold 
her back. 
and understanding, you will find 
her in the end a better. helpmate; 
and your co-operation will mean a 
better and happier understanding 
between you. If you fight her, she 
may be resentful, though she may 
give in to you, and you may wake 
up some day to find that you have 
a wife in your home who is an au- 
tomaton—no longer a fulfilled and‘ 
happy personality.” 

Money and Husband’s Success. 
On the other hand, she appealed 
to wives not to use money as a 
measuring rod for a husband’s suc- 
cess. She envisaged a happy home 
as a possibility where a husband 
temporarily had to live on his wife’s 
salary. | 

“The young man _ should be 
taught something which will fit him 
to be a husband and father,” she 
said, advocating practical instruc- 
tion in child care and home making 
for both men and women in all 
schools and colleges. : 

She urged more women to enter 
politics and public life. 

She wrote: “If our Government 
offices are not held in the next few 
years by men and women with new 
conceptions of public service, then 
our revolution may not continue to 
be bloodless and changes may not

Burleigh Grimes, stubble-bearded

his unconditional release, Secretary 
Clarence Lloyd of the St. Louis 
National League club announced 
last night. 

Grimes, victor in two games of 
the 1931 world series, was traded 
to the Cubs the following winter for 
Hack Wilson and Bud Teachout, 
but failed to show his old time 
pitching form and wa3 released by 
the Chicago club late last season. 
He rejoined the Cardinals but suf- 
fered an injury to his right shoul- 
der pitching a game in Philadelphia 
and was not available for duty on 
the mound thereafter. 

Grimes broke into the National 
League 20 years ago and last Aug- 
ust celebrated his fortieth birth- 
day. He has served with every Na- 
tional League club except Phila- 
delphia and Cincinnati. The Card- 
inals obtained* him from Boston 
early in the 1930 season in ex- 
change for Fred Frankhouse and 
Bill Sherdel and with Grimes on 
the staff the Redbirds won two 
successive pennants and a world 
championship. 
While with the Cardinals Grimes 
purchased.a farm near New Haven, 
Mo., to Which he will retire if he 
fails to’ make satisfactory arrange- 
ments to remain in baseball.

‘ DOCTOR'S or dentist’s office 
is often the arena where the 
most violent family rows are 

started. 
The behavior of children is no- 
where more seemingly contradic- 
tory than when faced by a doctor 
or dentist, A child who will face the 
fights and injuries of play may turn 
into a coward at the prospect of in- 
oculation or a simple extraction of 
a baby tooth, and may have to be 
held forcibly by parents or nurses 
while the minor operation is per- 
formed. 
The psychology is, however, sim- 
pler than it seems. 
On the playground the childis on 
his own. There is noone to whom 
he can turn, and he is, therefore, 
forced to stand up for himself. If he 
runs or tattles, he is scorned as a 
cry-baby or a coward or a tell-tale. 
Pride, as well as the instinct of 
self-preservation, comes to his aid. 
But the doctor’s office is a differ- 
ent thing. Here he feels himself 
helpless against insuperable odds. 
His imagination exaggerates the 
pain and discomfort which he an- 
ticipates, there is none of the ex- 
citement of battle, no hope of es- 
cape. Yes, one—his natural pro- 
tector, father or mother, is pres- 
ent, and in the hope of enlisting 
their sympathy and help, he turns 
to them. That they, too, are against 
him intensifies his fear, and panic 
results. 

Cruel as it may seem, it is wiser 
for parents not to appear at these 
events. To comfort themselves they 
may be present but invisible. Pride 
will, as a rule, then comes to the 
child’s aid, and he will go through 
his ordeal without a whimper. 

If not, it is best to leave the prob- 
lem in the disinterested hands of 
doctors and nurses who are not 
torn by sympathy and humiliation, 
and who have had previous experi- 
ence of the same kind.

Stomach Disorders 


in Children 


6orgeUMMY ACHE” is a commoy 
T complaint in childhood. It 

is usually a functional! dis. 
turbance, and does not have. ordi. 
narily, as might be the case in the 
grown-up, an organic basis, such 
as ulcer, gallstones or appendicitis 

One of the common forms ¢ 
stomach ache is what is technically 
designated as gastric dyspepsia, — 

The acute dyspepsia or acute gag. 
tritis or stomach attack usually de 
velops abruptly and the principg 
symptoms are pain, vomiting ang 
perhaps a rise of temperature whic) 
may be quite high. 

The most common Cause of acute 
gastritis is irritation and unsuitg. 
ble foods. The treatment is very 
simple and consists of rest in bed 
hot applications to the abdomen 
and the admijnistration of moderats 
doses of bicarbonate of soda. 

Many an important and dangep 
ous infection, such as scarlet fever, 
pneumonia, meningitis and some. 
times, too, acute appendicitis, may 
set in and give rise to symptoms 
which closely resembles those of 
acute gastritis. 

Of course, rest in bed, hot appli. 
cations to the abdomen and bicar. 
bonate of soda will do no harm, 
even if the condition is not that of 
an acute gastritis, but if the child 
does not promptly improve under 
the treatment administered, a phy. 
sician should be called in. 

Chronic gastric dyspepsia in chil. 
dren may follow an acute attack or 
may arise spontaneously. Heragm 
again, gastritis, which means an in- 
flammation of the stomach, may be 
set up by irritating foods. 

Another cause may be the swal- 
lowing of infected mucus issuing 
from a chronically diseased upper 
respiratory tract, the nose and 
throat. 

The symptoms of chronic gastritis 
are loss of appetite, nausea or oc- 
casional vomiting and some abdom- 
inal discomfort. 

Treatment consists in regulationg® 
of the diet, the use of bland foods 
the elimination of fried foods and 
foods excessively rich in fats.

Dear Mrs. Post: 

N my own house the other day 
|: friendly discussion took place 

about your point of view in fe-

A challenge to the connois- 
seur, the epicure, the gourmet, the 
enthusiast or just the plain addict 
of good food and guaranteed to 
turn any ordinary blue-print cook 
into a hostess de luxe! 

Seafood Appetizer. 
For each guest, serve three or 
four oysters on the flat shell. Fill 
other half of the shells with lobster 
mixed with diced celery, deviled 
crabmeat, or shrimp. Place on plate 
of crushed ice around glass of cock- 
tail sauce and garnish with lemon 
and parsley in nest of lettuce. 


Oyster Cocktail. 
One pint raw oysters, drained. 
Six tablespoons catsup. 
Three tablespoons lemon juice. 
One teaspoon prepared horserad- 

ish.. 

Six drops tobasco sauce. 
One-half teaspoon salt. 


Dash of white pepper. 

One-fourth cup finely chopped 
celery. 

Remove shell particles from oys- 
ters, then combine with other in- 
gredients and serve as cold as pos- 
sible. 

Fried Oysters. 

Oysters may be fried in several 
ways, but the three following meth- 
ods are good: 

Select large oysters, drain and 
dry. Have in readiness egg yolks, 
well beaten and seasoned to taste. 
Dip the oysters into egg, then roll 
in fine cracker crumbs and arrange 
in a frying basket. Fry in deep, 
hot fat to a golden brown. 

They may be dipped into whole 
beaten egg, then rolled in corn 
meal and fried in deep, hot fat. 

They may be rolled in mixture of 
chopped crabmeat and fine bread 
crumbs and dipped into light egg 
batter. Dip into bread crumbs 
again and saute until nicely 
browned. 

Oyster Soup. 

Remove the shells and drain one 
pint of strictly fresh oysters. Place 
the oysters in a sieve aud set the 
sieve over a small-size kettle in 
which one cup of boiling water has 
been placed. Keep the water boil- 


ing and while the oysters in the 
sieve are steaming, place 3 cups 
of rich milk on to cook in another 
kettle. Add to the milk, salt and 
pepper to taste, together with two 
or three tablespoons of butter. 
When the milk comes to a boil, and 
the oysters have steamed until 
they are well heated through, com- 
bine the two, adding to it the wa- 
ter which has been boiling under 
the oysters. A lid should be placed 
over the oysters in the sieve while 
they are steaming. The question is 
frequently asked ‘whether or not 
the liquor which comes with the 
oysters should be used. It is a 
question for the individual to an- 
swer. Much of the flavor is lost 
when it is not used. 
Baked Oysters. 

Twelve medium-sized oysters. 

Four young onions. 

Butter. 

Bread crumbs. 

One teaspoon chopped parsley. 

Salt, cayenne pepper. 

One-half cup cream sauce. 

One-quarter cup chopped mush- 
100ms. 

Chop onions and brown in but- 
ter. Add oysters and cook gently 
for several minutes. Add parsley, 
salt and cayenne, then cream sauce 
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and mushrooms, and place in bak- 
ing dish. Cover with bread crumbs 
and brown in oven. 

Oyster Rarebit. 


Four tablespoons butter. 

One tablespoon flour. — 

Six tablespoons cream. 

Two tablespoons Worcestershire. 

Four tablespoons catsup. 

Four tablespoons cheese, grated. 

Oysters. 

Melt butter and add flour, milk, 
Worcestershire, catsup and salt to 
taste. Add cheese and oysters and 
heat until edges curl. Serve on thin 
slices of buttered toast. 


Spanish Oysters. 


One pint oysters. 

One tablespoon chopped onion. 

Twd tablespoons flour. , 

One teaspoon chopped parsley. 

Two tablespoons butter. 

One teaspoon chopped green pep- 
per. 

Two tablespoons chopped celery. 

Two cups tomatoes. 

Cook onion in butter until slight- 
ly brown, then add flour, parsley, 
green pepper, celery and tomatoes, 
and cook for 10 minutes. Season 
to taste with salt, cayenne and 
condiment sauce. Add oysters and 
simmer until edges curl and serve 
on hot, crisp toast.
